At each member’s option, completed ballots may be submitted by: 

(a) postal mail, with receipt required at the address on the bailot no later than two days before the 
November meeting; 

{b) electronically, such as by email or via an application on the internet (if made available), with 
submission made no later than two days before the November meeting; or 

{c) in person at the November meeting.

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DIABLO SUMMIT SIOMP

On the morning of November 2, 2019, 17 hams and one YL met at a small parking lot in the Castle Rock 
Recreational Area, located in Walnut Creek, CA, at 0630 hours, for the purpose of being briefed on the 
plans for the upcoming day's assignment to support the Mt. Diablo Summit Stomp 5 kilometer (K), 10K, 
1/2 Marathon (M) and 30K races on the slopes of Mt. Diablo. 


Present for the briefing were: Terry KK6KGX, Barb KJOBAW, David KK6KFQ,Tom KE6DQV,Tim 
KA6TIM, Martha KJ6VQZ, Sean KM6NGN, Diane K4IWM, Jeff KJ6RHF, Mike W6OMEW, Marilyn 
W6MEW-YL, Christel KN6EVY, Klaus KOKHB, Eoin KK6Q, Frank KF6FIO, John KS6M, Larry 
KK6QPE and Larry KIG6LNB. 


Talk-in was on the W6CX repeater, and that was the primary frequency for the event. An alternate sim- 
plex frequency was specified on the communication plan, but was not used. The Echolink and IRLP pro- 
grams on the repeater were turned off for the day to minimize outside interference with the Summit Stomp 
Net traffic. The Ham Radio Communication plan had been created by Net Control and emailed to each 
ham in advance of the briefing. 


Maps of the four race courses were copied from the race website as needed by the hams, graphically 
showing the assignment locations. Further, the results of a survey, made the previous day by Net Control, 
of the ham locations that were accessible by car, made suggestions for finding the assignment location, 
and a place to park near the assignment, on the two lane road that was the route that the hams took to find 
their places on the mountain. The descriptions were successful and accurate. These descriptions were 
emailed to each ham as well, in advance - the Phen

The morning started with a radio roll 
call of all of the hams, to confirm that 
= jthey were in their proper locations on 
the mountain and that they could com- 
municate with Net Control from their 
/assigned positions. 


The race management requested that 
the hams track the 30K runners by bib number at the Summit Aid Station and at the Helipad Aid Station. 
Papers were provided to the hams for tracking the bib numbers. Also requested was the reporting of the 
progress of the first three runners’ bib numbers on the 30K course. Further, we were asked to track the 


last five bib numbers in that same race. Page 9

Race management also provided information about the color of the bibs for each race. The 30K racers had green 
bibs. The 1/2 M bibs were red. Blue bibs were worn by the 10K racers and the 5K runners had yellow bibs. 
Tracking chips were pasted on the back of each bib to track each runner electronically. 


The first race began with a toot of the air horn, at 0745 hours; this was the Early Start race for those racers who 
preferred to take the 30K or 1/2M courses at more leisurely pace - not a run but a nice brisk walk. These "racers' 
received a "finisher" medal, but were not counted for the prizes by age group. Their bibs had a "hiker" sticker on 
them. Next, the 30K racers began their journey at 0815 hours. These were the individuals who had been seri- 
ously training for an event such as this, with elevation gain and uneven running surfaces.

The Half Marathon Runners left the starting line at 0830 hours. These were the runners who also had been seri- 
ously training, but did not yet have the distance running capability of the 30K runners. The 10K runners were 
turned loose on the trail at 0900 hours. These runners were serious about their sport, but had not yet worked up 
the stamina to compete in the longer, more difficult events. The last group to descend upon the trails was the 5K 
group. This was either a fun run for persons or families that were getting into the sport of running together, or an 
introduction to competitive running for beginners. 


The 5K group began to appear at the finish line on their return run. Soon afterward, the 10K runners were finish- 
ing their races as well. The top of Mt. Diablo was surprisingly warm, a great difference from the cool, shady 
temperature at the Net Control position and at other positions at the bottom of the mountain. When the 30K 
sweep appeared on the course, the ham stations began reporting to Net Control the progress of the sweep person. 
The progress of the last participant was sequentially reported to Net Control by the radio operators. 


As it turned out, the last runners in the 30K race were spread out well enough that there was no need to track the 
last runners’ bib numbers. They stayed in order for the last half of their time on the course. In that case, only the 
bib number of the last participant was tracked. When the last participant had crossed the Finish Line, the race 
management reported that all of the race participants were accounted for, with the help of the ham radio group 
radioing in drops from the races and race changes made by the runners. 

Upon receiving that good news, Net Control dismissed, with thanks, the remaining hams that were still at their 
assignments, and wished each ham a safe trip home. 


The hams were issued an invitation by the race organizer to participate in next year's event on the mountain. Net 
Control accepted the invitation on behalf of all of the hams that participated this year. We will be back next year 
for sure. Page 10

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BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING MINUTES 


Black Bear Diner, Walnut Creek, CA October 7, 2019 


Attendees: Larry Bradley KK6QPE, Ed Morales KJ6KYT, Larry Loomer KI6LNB, Cathi Walton K2CJW, Ron 
Bunch W4FEK , David Piersall N6ORB, Mike Warren W6MEW, John Primus AF6RuJ, Mike Patterson 
N6JGA, Eric Ferguson KA6USJ, Rich Lueck K6REL, and Marilyn Warren W6MEW-YL. 

7:00 PM: The meeting was called to order by President Larry B. Introductions were made around the table. 
Minutes of the last meeting were approved. The President passed out the agenda. Two items were deleted 
from the old business. One item was added to the new business. The agenda was reviewed and approved. 
President: No report. 

Vice President: No report. 

Secretary: No Report. 

Treasurer: Cathi Walton K2CJW, reported that the additions to the budget report for September were routine 
expenses. The changes to the figures on the budget sheet were discussed. Tom Nasso sent in the documenta- 
tion for the issuance of the $1000 check. 


Education: We have had an average of 8 students and 10.3 Elmers at the Technician classes. The GOTA HT 
classes are coming up next. There will be a team meeting on November 7, 2019. 


Emergency Communications: No new developments. 

Pacificon: The Antenna Forum sales are brisk. The banquet will have two speakers, including the young ham of 
the year. There are as many or more vendors as last year. Every booth is filled. We have more non-profits that 
we have space for. 

Digital Media: The Christmas Banquet has been moved from Sunday, December 8, to Saturday, December 7. 
Outreach: Not present. 

Technical: They are working on getting the new routers. All systems are go. Three hams went to North Peak 
and worked on the feeder line replacement. There is an APRS signal pinging on the 2 meter repeater. They are 
attempting to locate the source. It comes on during the commute hours. 

Vehicle: Not present. The Marin Club will send a vehicle check list to Jim Tittle. 

Trailer: No report. 

Field Day: No report. 

License Testing: No report. 

Public Service: Not present 


Membership: Not present 


Election: All officer positions have candidates. The president stated that we need more people to be in leader- 
ship positions. 
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Unfinished Business: 


1. Repeater Rebuilding Project: A confirming invoice was received from the person to whom we sent the 
$1000. 


2. Membership Survey: Ed Morales KJ6KYT, reported that most people come to the meetings for the presen- 
tations. Ed will do one more round of evaluations. 


3. The Repeater Operating Policy: David Otey (Hospital Net) prefers to use the repeater because of its wide 
range. The simplex sessions of the Hospital Net are just experiments. We should use a “Light hand on the 
Tiller’ when apportioning the use of the repeater. If we (the Board) have a prioritization, we should write it 
down. Jim Tittle K6ESOE, is the repeater trustee. 


A motion was passed to add the following paragraph to the Repeater Policy Document, Section 5, Net Over- 
sight on MDARC Systems, as Paragraph “e”: 


[The Emergency Communications Coordinator's Responsibilities include:] Developing a group of qualified 
emergency Tech Committee net control operators to serve in the event that response to a regional disaster or 
other major emergency requires the use of MDARC’s repeater system(s). At least one such operator shall be 
available at all times during the response to take control of the repeater’s operation should access, congestion 
and/or contention become an issue. In that event, MDARC’s repeater control shall decide all issues of priority 
access, length of use, etc., if and as needed. 


4. Written Comm. Van policy: No action. 
5. Roger Hooten W6UZ, agreed to take some of the Membership Coordinator workload. 
6. This item, the hands on, make it class, has been removed from the Old Business list at this time. 


7. Larry Bradley KK6QPE, and Jim Siemons W6LK, will get together after Pacificon, to set up a work party for 
rearranging the storage locker. 


8. This item, the one-time membership cost reduction, has been removed from the Old Business list at this 
time. 


9. It was moved by the Treasurer, seconded, and approved by the board, to change the banking institution for 
both MDARC and MDARC/Pacificon to Provident Credit Union by the end of December 2019. All MDARC 
accounts at Bank of America will be closed. 


MDARC will have one membership with one checking account and two savings accounts, all linked. Signers 
shall be the MDARC Treasurer, President and Vice President. Current incumbents are Cathi Walton, Larry 
Bradley and Ed Morales respectively. 


MDARC/Pacificon will have a separate membership, same EIN, with one savings account and one checking 
account (not linked to the main /MDARC accounts). Signers shall be the Pacificon Treasurer, Pacificon Chair 
and a chair-designated third Pacificon Committee member. Current incumbents are Jim Siemons, Misa 
Siemons and Mike Patterson respectively. 


10. The establishment of information/learning tables at the General Membership Meetings is on hold until this 
can be discussed by the Board. We will invite the membership to propose an interest group that they would 
like to lead. These will be small groups exchanging thoughts and ideas. A general Elmering table to help with 
questions and programming was proposed. Programming will be announced at the November meeting and 
accomplished at the January meeting. 
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11.After an initial discussion at the November Board meeting, Cathi Walton K2CJW, will send out a request for 
input for the 2020 MDARC Budget. This information should be sent to Cathi for discussion at the Decem- 
ber board meeting, as a first cut for the budget. This information will be collected and discussed at the 
January 6, 2020, Board meeting with the goal of publishing an approved budget in the January Carrier. Per 
the Bylaws, the budget must be published no later than the February Carrier. 


New Business 

1. The voting for MDARC officers will be held at the November Membership Meeting. Tom will be sending out 
the paper ballots. Some paper ballots will be available at the November Membership Meeting. Electronic 
voting will be done on Constant Contact. 

2. The Salvation Army does not need ham radio because they have satellite phones. Lauren has not been 
involved with the Salvation Army for six months because of his health. The people that run the SATERN 
Net will get together and come up with a new name for the net. We want to keep the participants from the 
SATERN Net active under a new name.
